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Remarks 

Claims 76-121 are pending in the application. The Examiner rejected claims 76-1 1 4, 
considered claims 76-1 14 allowable over the prior art, and considered claims 115-121 allowed. 
Claims 76, 86, 92, 1 10 and 1 15 are the independent claims. 

The Examiner rejected claims 76-1 14 under 35 USC 101 because it is the Examiners 
belief that the claimed method does not recite a useful, concrete and tangible result. The 
Applicant amended independent claims 76, 86, 92, and 1 10 to clarify that the methods utilize a 
processing means to apply heuristic rules. Applicant submits that this amendment overcomes the 
Examiners 1 01 rejection. Accordingly, the rejection should be withdrawn. 

The Examiner considered claims 76-1 14 allowable, and claims 115-121 allowed. As the 
35 USC 101 rejection regarding claims 76-1 14 has been removed, it is submitted that claims 76- 
1 14 are now allowed along with claims 115-121. 
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Conclusion 

For the foregoing reasons, Applicant respectfully submits that claims 76-121 are in 
condition for allowance. Accordingly, early allowance of claims 76-121 is earnestly solicited.
